Some years ago, it was my good 
fortune to attend the Olympic Games in 
Paris. At the end of the first week’s 

(ER wee competition, all the athletes who had

Commonwealth of Nations were invited to attend a banquet staged by the 
members of the British delegation. 

During the course of the evening's entertainment, the late Baron de Coubertin, a very 
distinguished Frenchman and the person chiefly responsible for the renewal of the Olympi- 
Games, made this very striking observation: 

“The important thing in this life is not the triumph, but the struggle. The essential 
thing is not to have conquered, but to have fought well.” 

This thought comes back to me now because you young people find yourselves in very 
much the same position as do the competitors in the Olympic Games. In these games only 
a comparatively small group of athletes can hope to find their names among the winners, 
and to receive the acclaim which goes with the victory. The same thing is true of yourselves 
—some of you will find yourselves among the honor group; many of you will have to be 
satisfied with a pass, and possibly there will be a few who may fall somewhat short of the 
goal which you had set for yourselves three or four years ago. 

Custom has decreed that “to the winners go the spoils,” and in accordance with this 
custom, our congratulations go to those of you who have finished in the honor group, and 
particularly to those who have won awards. To this favored group, let me just say this: do not 
forget that your responsibilities to society should be in accordance with your abitities. 
Anything less than your best will mark you as a failure! 

To those of you who have not made the honor group, let me remind you again of 
Baron de Coubertin‘s words: “‘The essential thing is not to have conquered, but to have fought 
well “’ You are the only one who knows how well you have fought; we teachers oftentimes 
do not know the difficulties with which students have had to contend. !f you have given 
your best, all is well. This booklet could be filled with the names of those who made an 
indifferent showing at school, but whose names will go down in history as great men. When 
| say this | am thinking of such men as Churchill and Edison. 

After all is said and done, who will say what constitutes an educated man? A few days 
ago, | ran across this sentence: ‘Educators tell us that the only evidence of learning is a 
change in behavior.’ The inference is, of course, that the change has been for the better. 
Now that you are being graduated, what can you say of yourselves? Has your association with 
your school—your teachers, your fellow students and with your lessons—brought about a 
change in your behavior? If it has, then, regardless of your academic standing, you are on 
the way towards becoming an educated man.
